Roads. 

Roads  were  built  by  Dlodoms  to  extend 
her  fame,  by  the  Romans,  to  complete  their 
conquests.  Modern  nations  pay  no  fancy 
prices  either  for  fame  or  power.  Hard  qash 
is  the  busis  of  calculation,  and  roiujs, 
whether  of  iron  or  stone,  must  show  a  divi¬ 
dend  paying  capacity.  Extension  of  com¬ 
merce  is  the  banner  which  leads  the  van  of 
the  world  s^progress.  For  this  canals  are 
dug,  railroads  built,  and  provinces  conquer¬ 
ed.  Some  ten  years  ago,  the  county  of 
Kssex  opened  broad  avenues,  which  were 
well  paved  from  centre  to  circumference  of 
her  domain.  Said  a  prominent  resident  of 
Newark,  a  man  of  influence,  a  formqr  assem¬ 
blyman,  whose  name  is  not  unconnected 
with  county  legislation*,  “When  those  roads 
were  built,  New  York  held  the  larger  part 
of  the  wholesale  trade  of  Essex  county ; 
to-day,  that  trade  is  in  the  posession  oil  the 
dealers  of  Newark.  What  Bloomfield  rfiost 
needs  is  good  roads.”  lie  was  right.  The 
building  of  those  avenues  revolutionized 
j  trade.  The  heavy  goods  which  had  foriraerly 
been  carried  by  rail,  are  now  transported  by 
wagon  and  landed  in  the  stores.  Ease  of 
travel  brought  merchants  to  the  city.  It 
increased  the  market  produce,  and  in  a 
thousand  ways  advanced  its  material  inter¬ 
ests. 

He  who  fishts  the  laws  of  trade  waslt-his 
labor,  and  is  sure  to  be  worsted  in  the  Icon- 
Jlict.  Make  the  way  easy  and  trade  will 
come.  Obstacles  will  only  direct  it  to  somo 
Other  point.  There  are  within  the  limits  of 
the  township  more  than  a  dozen  mills,  Some 
of  them  doing  a  large  business;  the  greater 
part  of  whose  raw  material  and  manufac¬ 
tured  product  is  drawn  through  the  village 
over  country*  roads.  For  them  it  wouljd  be 
worth  many  hundred  dollars  a  year  to  have 
hard  pavements.  Their  loads  mighj 
large ;  the  time  of  transportation  less, 
their  calculations,  the  cost  of  hauling  is  a 
formidable  part  of  their  bxpenst*  The 
building  of  new  mills  may  be  encouraged 
prevented  by  the  condition  of  the  streets. 
So  of  country  residences.  Many  a  fural 
town  has  only  two  attractions  -r  thi*  grassy 
slopes  with  shady  trees,  and  the  roads  over 
which  the  handsome  carriages  go  bowling 
along  without  a  hint  of  stone  or  quagiiira 
True  it  will  be  said,  this  is  the  way!  we 
long  have  sought  Our  roads  have  been 
paved  mostly  with  good  intentions— after 
the  manner  of  a  place  which  shouldn't  be 
copied.  We  have  tried  mud,  heaped  iii  the 
center,  cracked  stone  from- the  quarries,  and 
river  gravel  with  more  or  less  success, 
chiefly  less.  These  are  all  useful,  but  not 
perfect  or  durable.  A  few  years  go  by,  and 
the  money  spent  Is  no  more,  but  the  roads 
are  with  us  still,  wailing  for  another  appro 
priatioo.  Is  there  no  remedy  ?  Block  pave¬ 
ments  are  not  suitable,  Telfords  are  to0  ex¬ 
pensive,  gravel  soon  wears  out,  and  at  best 
is  only  a  makeshift.  Other  townk  have  had 
the  same  experience,  and  are  now  asking, 
what  next?  Meanwhile,  Passaic,  a  sister 
town  or  city,  is  trying  a  street  experiment 
on  a  large  scale.  From  the  trap-rock  of 
the  Orange  mountain  a  pavement  is  madie  at 
once  durable,  cheap,  and  as  satisactory  as 
Telford  itself.  It  is  made  of  trap-rock, 
spread  eight  inches  d(4p  in  thrSe  courses 
each  dumped  upon  the  other,  the  whole 
packed  with  heavy  rollers.  The  first  coiirse 
is  of  large  9tone  five  or  iix  inches  in  diaie- 
ter,  thrown  in  at  hap  hazard,  instead  of  being 
placed  by  hand,  and  covered  with  a' course 
of  smaller  stone,  to  be  finally  topped  With 
one  extremely  fine.  When  finished  this 
pavement  it  very  smooth,  and  may  be  fur¬ 
nished  at  moderate  cost.  Moreover,  itj  is 
built  with  Tittle  grading,  upon  the  pay 'as- 
you  go  plan,  the  expense  being  met  year  by 
year  out  of  the  amount  raised  for  road  pur¬ 
poses.  Curbs  are  added  and  tbe  pavemint 
made  to  cover  the  whole  Street.
